Eight trustees of the Rich- 
ard Nixon Foundation have 
recommended that the inun- 
dation be dissolved and that 
its assets he- turned over to 
Whittier College, the f.os An- 
sides Times has learned. 

Those supporting the rec- 
ommendation believe there 
is now little chance the foun- 
dation can achieve its origi- 
nal goal— creation of a Nix- 
on library and museum. 

The trustees calling for 
dissolution are Leonard 
Firestone, president : Jack 
Drown, treasurer: Patricia 
Reilly Hitt, vice chairman of 
the board of executive trus- 
tees. and trustees Earl Ad- 
ams. Robert Finch, Clinton 
Harris. Hubert perry and 
Taft Selireifer. 

To close out foundation op : 
©rations, at least 13 mem- 
bers of Use ^-member board • 
must agree. 

Mrs. Putt proposed dis- 
solving the foundation last 
week ia a letter she wrote to 
foundation trustees. M r s. 
Hitt, of LagUiiii Beaca, 
served in the Nixon adminis- 
rration as an assistant secre- 
tary of trie Department of 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 

Mrs. Hitt outlined the orig- 
inal mission of the nonprofit 
foundation as “•undertaking 
the creation and perpetua- 
tion of a presidential librarv 
and museum for the collec- 
tion and study of papers .md 
memorabilia o f the 37th 
President of the 'rued 
States ■'

She saul the foundation 
has not engaged in fund- 
raising, nor selected a site 
nor adopted a design or con- 
cept for such a library and 
museum. 

The foundation, which 
Mrs. Hitt said “lias been in 
a quiescent state for a con- 
siderable period of time.'’ 
requires funds for studies, 
surveys, supplies, office 
space, equipment, travel ex- 
penses and advisory serv- 
ices to the oral history 
protect conducted from 1F7I 
to 1973 by Whbtmr W- liege 
in California. 

As a result, the four. dri- 
ll on’s assets i.-a as is* only oi 
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recordings and documents. 
However. Congress o v e r- 
turned t h e arrangement, 
voting to keep the records 
under government control. 
The courts are to make a fi- 
nal determination. on the ul- 
timate ownership nt the doc- 
uments. 

The oral history consists 
of Interviews with relatives 
and longtime friends oi the 
former President and is un- 
derstood to cover the first 3d 
years of his life. None of the 
assets of the foundation, in- 
cludes materials from the 
Nixon presidency

Technically, Mr. Nixon 
has nb legal role in deciding 
the future of the foundation., 
but the Times lias learned j 
that the former President 
has been consulted and iias i 
expressed no objection to j 
dissolving the foundation. | 

Those closely associated ‘ 
with the foundation made it', 
clear tiiat a move to dissolve 
the foundation would not ‘ 
have been made if Mr. Nix- ; 
on had objected.
